Between the ages of 18 and 45 is liable 
for military service—nominally for 
three years, but actually as long as 
the authorities see fit to keep him. 
They are supposed to receive 55 cents 
per week, Haitian money, equal to 
about 6 cents of our money, out of 
which they feed themselves, provide 
uniforms and generally quarters as 
well.

If he has money, he can buy his re- 
lease from his officer, who thereupon 
calls upon somebody else as a substi- 
tute, his own duties merely requiring 
him to maintain his full quota. 
The

pest hole. No wonder they drink rum 
by the goblet and die off like sheep! 
The rewards for tho survivors are 
great, however, for after fifteen or 
twenty years service they have made 
their pile and retire to the Vatcriand 
to live like princes—that Is, if a man 
with a diseased liver can be said to 
really live. 


Easy to Get Into Jail. 


"We saw few intelligent faces among 
the blacks. Most of them are of the 
pare African type with profiles like 
apes, and their truculent insolence to- 
ward all white men is enough to make 
your blood boil.

sent it, though, for it is the easiesl 
thing in tho world to got into jail- 
where, by the way, the prisoners or 
their friends have to furnish their own 
provisions or starve.
